When at last General 
Terry was placed in commaud, Ouster 
became gnilty ot insubordination, and 
accompanied tho column from Fort Lin- 
coln to tho mouth of the Ivosebud river 
under arrest, while his regiment, tho 
Seventh cavalry, was under command of 
Major Kono. Oil the evening before the 
latter regiment started on its fatal march, 
Goaurul Terry soul tor Otisrer; ami, luilic 
presence oC a third party, now dead, re- 
stored tho colonel to the command of his 
regiment, at the same time explaining to 
him the position and location of the In- 
dian camp on the Little Big Horn. Gen, 
Terry, taking a map. marked out a plan to 
to bo followed in attacking tbo village, 
ivhioh waa that Ouster and his party were 
to make a three days' march to a certain 
position south of tho Indian camp, while 
Terry would, in tbo aamo number Of 
days, secure a position northeast oC tbe 
Indians, who would thon be between tbo 
two pursuing bodies, Ouster acquiesced 
in the plan, received his -written orders, 
and lott the tent. Outside ho mot a cap- 
tain of the Sixth infantry and to him re- 
marked: "I've got my regiment at lost, 
and intend to do as I d—d please." The 
result was that tho cavalry marched Eat 
tho time set, but, instead ot consuming 
three days, the distance marked was cov 
ered in twenty-four hours. 
Ouster im- 


mediately divided hie foroes, and made 
the attack—with the lamentable result 
known. Tho correspondent adds that in 
a little safe at headquarters are the papers 
which would shod light on tho whole 
matter, The story bears an air of plausi- 
bility, ilnj. Heno was accused qf net 
aiding his chief with all his power when 
the Indians lott the former, and concen- 
trated all their strength for the annihila- 
tion of the latter, and it is possible tbat 
some ill feeling between tho two odioers 
may have existed. A military camp ie a 
little world of its own, and what might 
appear to an outeido civilian as a melo 
trille, may move the soldier or officer to 
tho commission of one of tbe gravest (if 
not the gravest) of military offenses— 
disobedience.
